WASHINGTON. Secretary of 
Defence James Schlesinger said 
yesterday that there is “deep con- 
cern” among intelligence officials 
in Washington that another Arab- 
Israel war could erupt im the 

summer. 


Interviewed on CBS “Face the 
Nation," Schlesinger said the pres- 
ent situation in the Middle East is 
“a little quieter" than in the recent 
past and that the latest intelligence 
estimates indicate that nothing new 
is currently taking place. © “But 
there is deep concern that in the 
summer there will be a renewal of 
confiict,” he seid. 

This concern apparently stems 
from the fact that Egypt will have 
to determine whether it wil] extend 
the Unef mandate for an additional 
perlod when it expires at the end 
of July. President Anwar Sadat has 
already announced that he will 
permit the mandate to be renewed 
for another three months when its 
current term expires at the end of 
April. 

The Undof mandate on the Syrian 
front i at the end of May, 
and its not yet clear what the 


Damasctis Government will do ‘at 
that time. 

Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer recently told a closed session 
of a Congressional committee that 
a new flashpoint in the Middle East 
could occur in July.

Sadat: If Israel behaves, 
we may let its goods 
through Suez Canal

WASHINGTON. — Egyptian Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat says that he is 

under certain conditions to 
renew the Unef peace-keeping man- 
date for longer than just three 
months and to consider allowing 
“non-strategic” Israel cargoes to 
transit the Suez Canal when it is 
reopened in June. 

Tn an interview with “Time” maga- 
zine, Sadat said that he would be 
ready to reconsider his three-month 
proposal for the Unef mandate “if 
the peace process 18 being pushed 
and the momentum ee masintained.” 

Regarding the cargoes, the 
Bgyptien leader claimed thet, under 
the Constantinople Treaty of 1888, 
Egypt does not have to allow any 
country with which it maintains a 
state of belligerency to go through 
the waterway. “Tiven if (the Israelis) 
ask for their cargoes to pass through 
in other flagships, we have the full 
‘egal right to prevent it,” he said. 


: “But when the Canal is opened it 
will depend on the conduct of Is- 
rael, whether their non-strategic car- 
goes will be allowed to transit the 
Canal," Sadat added. He did not 
elaborate. 


Asked about the agenda for the 
proposed Geneva conference on 8 
Middle East settlement, Sadat said 
that “there will be no peace 50 
long as there is occupation. He 
said that the Arabs will not be dis- 
cussing withdrawal from territories 
at Geneva, but merely a timetable 
for a total withdrawal, ‘This is 
taken for granted,” he said 


He rejected the idea of joint Is- 
rael-Egyptian patrols to guarantee: 
the new borders, but he did note 
that “some kind of mixed commis-, 
sions under UN auspices” could be 
established and meet from time to 
time. "I agree to certain demili- 
tarized zones, but on condition it 
be reciprocal,” he added.

Fatah activity

GAZA. — A military tribunal yes- 
terday sentenced the former presi- 
dent of the Gaza District Court to 
12 years for conspiring to attack 
Israeli military personnel and Arab 
“collaborators” and for membership 
in the Fatah. 

The court doubled the six-year 
term asked for by prosecutor Seren 
Rabinovicz because of the high posi- 
tion of the defendant, Judge Khaled 
Abdul Hadi el-Kidra of Khan Yunis. 

El-Kidra, 39, had been on the 
bench in Gaza for 14 years. De- 
fence attorney Ahmed Abu Rahmeh 
complained that the court's sentence 
was unprecedented in view of the 
prosecution request. 

El-Kidra admitted to court preai- 
dent Sgan-Aluf Ya'acov Or that he 
was trained to use explosives and 
codes during a visit to Lebanon 
last year. He met Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization leader Yasser 
Arafat and other PLO officers, who 
gave him a list of 19 Arab notables 
in the Gaza Strip who were to be 
assassinated. 

The judge returned to the Strip 
and organized a Fatah cell. But the 
entire group was arrested before 
it could carry out any acts of 
sabotage or terrorism. 

Five other members of Hi-Kidra’s 
Fatah cell who denied the charges 
against them will be tried separa- 
tely.

E. ἢ. Bergmann, 
scientist, at 71 


Jerusalem 'Pust Reporter 

Prof. Ernst David Bergmann, one 
of the leaders of Israel's scientific 
community, died in Jerusalem yes- 
terday, aged 71. Prof. Bergmann 
had taught organic chemistry at 
the Hebrew University since 1953 
and only last month resigned his 
Position as a vice-president. 

In spite of il) health during the 
jast few months he held his classes 
at the university until shortly be- 
fore he was forced to enter Ha- 
dagseh hospital, last week, where 
he succumbled to a heart attack. 

Prof. Bergmann had served as 
Selentific Director of the Weizmann 
Institute and was for many years 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission and director of defence 
research in the Ministry of Defence. 

He also served as chairman 
of the Truman Research Centre, and 
Honorary President of Ben-Gurion 
University in the Negev. 

His practical scientific work was 
principally in the fields of petro- 
Jeum and photo-chemistry. He taught 
a generation of chemists, many of 
whom are now leaders in education, 
research and industry. 

The annual Weizmann memorial 
lecture series at the Weizmann In- 
stitute opened this year by Israeli 
President Ephraim Katzir turned 
into a memorial meeting for both 
Weizmann and Prof. Bergmann, who 
fad been scheduled to introduce 


Prof, Be was eulogized by 
Inatitute President Prof. Israel 
Dostrovsky, who outlined Berg- 


mann’s crucial role as director of 
the Daniel Sieff Research Institute 
and later of the Weizmann Insti- 


tute, 
President Katzir characterized 
Bergmam as “Jsrael's greatest 


scientist.” 

The body of Prof. Bergmann will 
lie in state in the Chaim Weizmann 
Square of the Hebrew University's 
Givat Ram campus from 2 toe 3 
p.m. today.

Home visits from the Immigration 
Centre are welcomed. “Their reac- 
tion is warm, and one feels they 


lack attention of this kind.” The re- 
port recommends more informational 
activity about prospects in Israel. 

It also suggests that the period of 
years during which new settlers in 
Israel ere allowed to go overseas 
without paying travel tax should be
